was found in the room with the girl, and 
who is charged with keeping her there for 


Street Police Station. 

Detectives are now looking for a woman 
named Emily May, who is said to have had 
a hand in the case. The girl, when found by 
Detective Edward Niland and Patrolman 
Michael Hughes, was partly stupefied from 
the effects of drugs, but soon after being 
placed under the care of the matron in the 
police station she recovered sufficiently to 
tell her story. 

An anonymous letter received by Inspector 
Hartnett during the morning started the 
search for the girl. The letter stated that a 
white girl had been sold to a Chinese gambler 
and that her fate would be worse than death 
unless the police rescued her immediately 
from a room at 208 Clark street. 

Niland and Hughes were detailed to effect 
the girl’s release. They had to search three 
floore of the building and break down several 
doors before reaching the right room. The 
door to this room defied efforts to break it, 
and Detective Niland was 8 — over the 
transom, revolver in hand, when Lee Sue 
consented to open the door. 

According to the girl’s statement at the 
police station, she had worked in a number 
of factories and stores since leaving home, 
but, lacking experience, was unable to retain 
a position. Ten days ago she went to live at 
the Irvin Hotel, in Van Buren street, near 
State, and there met a woman named Emily 
May. A day or two later this woman in- 
vited her to dine at a Chinese restaurant 
near the hotel. 

“She sald we would go ‘ slumming, the 
girl said, and took me to a restaurant in 
a basement where there were a lot of China- 
men who seemed to know her. They showed 
us a lot of money. I never saw so much 
money at one time before in my life. I drank 
two glasses of Chinese wine, and the next 
thing I knew I found myself locked up in a

His prayers were 
in vain, and, after offering such resistance to 
the military

Advice on Vegetable Gardens. 

* {Editor of The Tribune. My home is on 
a lot 100x125. The soil is 10 to 12 inches black 
‘loam, with clay subsoil. I am by occupation 
a clerk in an insurance office. I raise nearly 
all the flowers and vegetables that will grow 
in this climate and secure two crops from 
part of my groundevery year. For instance, 
I plant peas four feet apart, and between the 
rows plant muskmelons; the peas are gone 
before the melons begin to run, and celery 
goes in where I had beans and early potatoes. 
I plant early round radishes between the 
rows of potatoes. By understanding the 
growth and maturity of vegetables, and thus 
securing a continuous supply, it is surprising 
the amount that can be raised on a small 
piece of ground. 

I raise all of my plants to transplant ina 
hotbed, 6x16, now tn full blast. A garden to 
receive proper judgment should be inspected 
several times each season for drought, bugs, 

and worms.
